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Busby Berkeley Judge Says Ouster Followed ‘Threats

IN MURDER 
SUIT TOLD 


Jurist Charges He Was 
Asked to Give Dance 
Directer a Break' 

LOS ANGELES, March 12. UP> 
Superior Judge ( harles S. Burnell 
charged today ho had been ousted 
from the criminal bench and as¬ 
signed to a civil court after re¬ 
ceiving threats that he would be 
“yanked” if he did not give a 
“break” to Busby Berkeley, Holly¬ 
wood dance director, in Berkeley’s 
second trial on second degree mur¬ 
der charges. 

Judge Burnell made his charge 
In Identical letters to each of his 
49 colleagues on the bench. 

He said the present presiding 
superior judge, Douglas L. Ed¬ 
monds, and the retiring presiding 
judge, Edwin T. Bishop, came to 
him hardly an hour after he re- 
ceived the threats and informed 
him of his impending transfer 
from the criminal to the civil 
bench Date of the threats and 
their visit was last Dec. 25, h»* 
said. 

Threats By Telephone 

The threats, he said, came by 
telephone from a man describing 
himself as a friend of Berkeley. At 
that time. Berkeleys first trial, 
growing out of an automobile ac¬ 
cident in which three persons were 
killed, had just resulted in a hung 
jury in Judge Burnell’s court. A 
second trial had been set for next 
April 6 before Judge Burnell 

The jurist said the man who 
telephond him asked “if it. was 
true that Berkeley was to be tried 
again before me, and upon rny 
affirmative reply said, ‘Busby’s' 
friends want, you to give him a 
‘break.’ ” 

Pledged Fair Trial 

“I replied,” Judge Burnell said 
“that Berkeley would have a fair- 
trial, such as I endeavored to see 
that every defendant before me 
received which was all he or any 
other defendant was entitled to, 
and that was all the ‘break’ I 
could or would give him. 

“The reply to this statement 
was 'that, is what we mean You 
know damn well you can fix up 
your instructions and talk to the 
jury so there’ll be no danger of 
Berkeley getting in a jam.’ I told 
the party where he might go, 
whereupon he said, ‘All right, if 
you feel that wav about if. we’ll 
see that you are yanked out of 
that court and someone put in 
who is more amendable to rea¬ 
son.' ” 

Successor Innocent 

Judge Burnell said he was con¬ 
vinced his successor in the crimi¬ 
nal department. Judge Frank M 
Smith, knew nothing of the* trans¬ 
fer and had no part in it. 

Presiding Judge Edmonds said 
he bad not rereived a copy of 
Judge Burnell's letter, 

“The order moving Judge Bur¬ 
nell from the » riminal court to 
a civil department,” he said, “was 
originally made last June- by the 
then Presiding Judge Bishop. At 
the request of Judge Burnell, the 
order was deferred because Judge 
Burnell was taking treatments at 
the county jail hospital and 
wanted to be assigned to a court 
room near the jail. 

“When I became presiding judge 
on Jan 1. last. I confirmed the 
order originally made by Judge 
Bishop.” 

U. S. Keeps ( lose 
Eye on Europe

WELL'S FLOW 

H. B. Tideland Trespass 
Charged by State in 
Damage Suit 

Complaint for trespass and a 
claim for $50,000 damages entered 
by the state of California in su¬ 
perior court here resulted this 
morning in issuing a temporary 
restraining order enjoining the 
Best mi Oil company of Hunt ing- 
ton Beach from further produc¬ 
tion of the Stearns No. 5 well 
after March 17. 

The complaint, filed by Attor¬ 
ney General U. S. Webb, stated 
that the well, originally drilled 
in 1926, had been redrilled three 
years ago, and slanted into state- 
owned tideland pools, off Seven- 1 
teenth street. 

May Find Buyer 

The oil company, in answering 
the trespass complaint, denied the 
amount of damages asked, and re¬ 
quester! the court to fix the 
amount of damages. The restrain¬ 
ing order was issued by Presiding 
Judge G. K. Scovel, pending a 
formal hearing on the damage re¬ 
quest 

A feature of the restraining or¬ 
der was that the company is free 
to find a “responsible buyer” 
agreed upon with the state, and 
to continue selling oil from the 
well after the date of injunction, 
provided all funds from such sale 
are deposited in the Orange county 
treasury until the hearing is held. 

Old Fight Recalled 

The squabble over rights in the 
rich tideland pool off the coast 
at the Huntington Beach field 
reached its height during the last 
session of the state legislature, 
when efforts were made to allow' 
the leasing of tidelands to various 
oil companies. Both the state and 
the city of Huntington Beach 
claim a proprietory interest in the 
tidelands oil. 

The entire matter of the rights 
of cities, counties, state and con¬ 
tracting private parties in relation 
to tideland oil is still under dispute. 
Two bills designed to permit tide- 
land drilling died for lack of the 
governor’s signature during the 
last s s; ion of the legislature.

Assemblyman i’tt today dis¬ 
patched a letter to Charles J. Mr- 
1 Colgan. franchise tax commis¬ 
sioner at Sacramento, making an j 
| urgent plea for some kind of re- 
I lief here. 

“It is bad enough to inflict a 
state income tax on these people, 
without making it almost impos¬ 
sible to secure blanks, get infor¬ 
mation and a place to file these 
returns,” wrote Mr. Utt. 

Recalls First Letter

Not Going lo Borrow 

"The state of California will 
take out of this county a half 1 
million dollars a year in income '• 
taxes from some 10,000 persons 
who will have to file, and I am not 
going out to borrow desks, or ask .

WASHINGTON. March 12. (JP) 
An additional $2,340,000,000 to 
continue works relief during the 
next fiscal year was proposed to 
President Roosevelt today by the 
United States Conference of May¬ 
ors. 

The mayors’ conference, em¬ 
bracing the heads of the 100 larg¬ 
est cities of the country, said it 
was unanimous in indorsing the 
policy of work relief as opposed 
to the dole and likewise unanimous 
on the necessity for continuing 
WPA. 

La(>iiardia Presides 

The exhaustive survey and re¬ 
port of the mayors’ conference 
was submitted to President Roose¬ 
velt today by Mayor Fiorella H. 
LaGuardia of New York City, a 
chairman of the conference. He 
told newsmen that “these views 
are those of the men who are 
actually on the job and know con¬ 
ditions.’’ 

The report was received by the 
President as he was preparing to 
conclude his own study of relief 
needs and submit recommenda¬ 
tions to congress for funds for 
the next year. 

“As chief executives of these 
major cities,” said the memoran¬ 
dum of Mayor LaGuardia. “we 
are of the opinion that any hon¬ 
est and impartial analysis of the 
work being prosecuted in the im¬ 
portant cities of the country will 
reveal that virtually every proj¬ 
ect represents a useful and, in 
most cases, a permanent public 
improvement. 

Against the Dole 

“Certainly, there remain a mul¬ 
titude of additional useful things 
to be done under future works 
programs. 

“And finally, it is apparent that 
the city officials of America will 
never consent to the abandonment 
of the work principle in giving re¬ 
lief assistance. The dole, based 
upon idleness and groceries, has 
no place in our American scheme 
of society." 

The report listed the replies 
from the 100 cities saying it was 
the answer of 25,000,000 people 
to whether the WPA program 
should be continued.

WASHINGTON, March 12. t/pi- 
William Randolph Hearst filed in 
the supreme court of the District 
of Columbia today a petition seek¬ 
ing to prevent the Western Union 
Telegraph Company from deliver¬ 
ing a copy of a telegram to the 
senate lobby committee. 

Chief Justice Alfred A. Wheat, 
who yesterday enjoined the tele¬ 
graph company trom turning over 
to the committee telegrams sent 
and received by the Chicago law 
firm of Winston, Strawn & Shaw, 
refused to sign an immediate re¬ 
straining order on the Hearst re¬ 
quest. He said he preferred to 
hear the case oil its merits. 

Wheat said the Hearst case dif¬ 
fered from the Strawn firm case 
in that Hearst named one specific 
telegram. The Strawn firm won 
a blanket injunction against de¬ 
livering ail telegrams over a 
period of months. 

Promises Answer 

Elisha Hanson, attorney for 
Hearst. explained he would have 
Western Union tile an answer in 
the court so that the case could 
be heard on its merits as soon as 
possible. 

In the petition. Hearst alleged 
a copy of a telegram had been 
obtained illegally by the Black 
committee through the communi¬ 
cations commission. The telegram 
was said to have been sent by 
Hearst to James T. Williams, jr., 
an editorial writer in Washington, 
instructing the latter to prepare 
a series of editorials for submis- j 
sion to Hearst for approval. 

The publisher held that con- , 
gress is without authority, under ' 
the constitution, to interfere with, 
restrain or restrict the business 
of the press. He contended pro¬ 
duction of the telegram in ques¬ 
tion would result in no valid leg¬ 
islation. 

Says Plan Illegal 

The petition also said "no 
agency of the government has the 
power to go on a fishing expedi¬ 
tion into matters concerning the 
conduct of the business of the 
press, to obtain messages ex¬ 
changed between publishers and 
their employes, and to turn such 
messages over to other agencies 
for whatever use such other agen¬ 
cies may desire to make of them." 

Hearst contended the informa- i 
tion contained in this telegram 
was obtained in "a highly im¬ 
proper and wholly illegal manner,” 
and that "the committee is with¬ 
out legal authority to use such j 
information, improperly and iileg- i 
ally obtained as it was, as the 
basis for a subpoena."

A "minister of the air,” who 
preaches the gospel over a Los 
Angeles radio station, appeared in 
superior court here today to re¬ 
cover damages from an attorney 
who, he claimed, charged too much 
for his services. 

In debt nearly $200,000. Charles

He told the court today that Mr 
Gottlieb had failed to render any 
service. 

"In fact," he testified. "Attorney 
Gottlieb made the debtors even 
more importunate.”

He is asking that the note and 
trust deeds be cancelled and the 
property be returned to him. Mr. 
Gottlieb contends that he worked 
334 hours, both in and out of his 
office, for his client, and is en¬ 
titled to his fee. Mr. Gottlieb is 
represented by Forgy, Reinhaus 
and Forgy in contesting the suit.

A fortune of upwards of $7,000,- 
000 went to Christopher Smith 
Reynolds, son of Libby Holman 
Reynolds, former torch singer, 
while his young half sister re¬ 
ceived approximately $10,000,- 
000, today in a final settlement 
of the estate of their father, the 
late Z. Smith Reynolds. 

The former Libby Holman her¬ 
self was given a flat award of 
$750,000 in a “family settlement” 
of the estate of her husband, 
North Carolina tobacco heir.

Before his death from a pistol 
bullet at his palatial estate at 
Winston-Salem, N. C., a few years 
ago, Smith Reynolds had settled 
$500,000 upon his first mate, Anne 
Cannon Reynolds, daughter of a 
North Carolina textile magnate. 
This settlement, made at the time 
of their divorce, also provided a 
trust of $500,000 for their daugh¬ 
ter, Anne.

In Berlin, the wilhelmstrasse 
viewed a French threat of seces¬ 
sion from the League of Nations— 
which Germany is willing to re¬ 
enter—as proof France will not 
let the league "work against her.” 

F'ranee Heavily Armed 

An official declaration was is¬ 
sued, chiefly calculated to show 
that France was so heavily armed 
and had so many allies and guar¬ 
antors for her security that the 
Franco-Soviet pact was both un¬ 
necessary and unjustifiable. 

The statement charged France 
massed troops on the German bor¬ 
der and built formidable fortresses 
there. 

“Al! military authorities,” the 
declaration continued, ’’agreed 
that, humanly speaking, an attack 
against this system of forts was 
hopeless. As Germany has no ag¬ 
gressive intentions against France, 
it raised no objections.”

receive benefits.

Part I Mayonnaise: 1 tsp. mus¬ 
tard, 1 tsp. salt, j tsp. powdered 
sugar, few grains of cayenne, 
yolks of 2 eggs, with 2 tbsp. lemon 
juice, 2 tbsp. vinegar, 1 Vi cups 
olive oil. Mix dry ingredients, 
add egg yolks and when well 
mixed add V 2 tsp. vinegar. Add 
oil gradually at first, drop by 
drop, and beat very slowly. As 
mixture thickens, thin with vine¬ 
gar or lemon juice. Add oil and 
vinegar or lemon juice alternately, 
until all is used, stirring or beat¬ 
ing constantly. Onee the mixture 
thickens, beat faster. If oil is 
added too rapidly, dressing will 
have a curdled appearance or stay 
thin. If this happens, start new, 
and add the first (failure) to it. 
Oil should be chilled before using. 

Part II Paste: Vfe cup flour, 1 
tbsp. butter, 1 cup cold water. 
Melt butter, mix in flour, then 
pour in water; stir well Cook 
until thick like paste Stir con¬ 
stantly until smooth or put 
through strainer. Add part I and 
part II and just before serving, 
add the following: \ bottle Heinz 
chili sauce, 1 2 green pepper (cut 
fine), 2 whole hardboiled eggs 
(grated or cut very fine), sour 
pickles (put through grinder) and 
onions if desired.

A movement 'or legislation re- 
5.75 quiring the rest of f:alifornia to 
enforce standards equal to those 
of Southern California, for curb 
ing tuberculosis in dairy cattle 
was indicated hc*e yesterday at a 
meeting of abotic 30 livestock and 
dairy men in the city hall. Dr 
C. U. Duckworth, assistant state 
director of agriculture, was the 
5 principal speaker. 

During the meeting it was re¬ 
ported that a committee probably 
will he formed boon to study the 
situation and prepare for state 
legislation to »:i’se standards for 
3.25 eradicating tuberculosis among 
cattle. While c ’'ango county and 
all of Southern California are in 
excellent shape ip this respect, 
counties north cf the Tehachap* 
are said to he in poorer shape. 

In California ? s a whole, despite 
the clean condit ons in Southern 
California, 15 per cent of the dairy 
cattle are tuberculosis reactors 
This places the state virtually at 
the bottom of tie list in compari¬ 
son with the rest of the United 
States. Thirty-eight states in the 
union have less than 1 per rent of 
their cattle in the reactor class, it 
was explained today by Agricul¬ 
tural Commissioner D. W. Tubbs 
Yesterday’s meeting was ar¬ 
ranged by Mr. Tubbs. Dr. Duck 
worth talked on the progress of 
the tuberculosis eradication cam¬ 
paign in this state sine.' 1928. He 
is head of the animal industry of 
the state department of agricul¬ 
ture Dr. Stewart, administrator 
in this same division at Los An¬ 
geles, and Dr. Girgerich, market 
milk specialist 'or the state de¬ 
partment, also were present at 
yesterday’s session.

NO FUNDS FOR 
3 PROJECTS 

Orange county communities 
have $205,372 in approved Public 
Works administration projects for 
which no funds have been allo¬ 
cated or for which no funds are 
available. This was shown today 
in an Associated Press dispatch 
which said a list of 65 approved 
California projects in this class 
has been sent to the Public Works 
administration at Washington by 
the senate. 

The Orange county projects in¬

It was a valuable 
mare, "gentle and good for buggy 
and other work," according to tes¬ 
timony. Horse-stealing was a 
serious charge in the time before 
gas-buggies. 

Thief Wasn't Caught 

Juan Ruiz, however, whose tes¬ 
timony lives after him, was the 
accidental victim of circumstance 
and coincidence. He had bought 
the mare from one Silvester Mo- I 
rales, who lived in Ballona, and 
who never stood strial for the 
theft. 

After three days of court pro- i 
ceeding, in which the state was 
represented by District Attorney 
E. E. Edwards, the jury, through 
Foreman G. N. Goff, brought in 
a verdict of “not guilty.” It was 
not stated anywhere what became 
of the rausum legati the mare. 

At any rate even a casual in¬ 
vestigation in the basement of the 
courthouse shows that she is not 
stabled there with the rest of I 
the evidence in the case.

Scanning 
New Books

The travel books seem to be 
prominent among the books which 
will go into circulation this week. 
Outstanding was Hugo Bematzik's 
book, "South Seas." The author, 
an Austrian anthropologist, went 
from Australia to the Solomon Is¬ 
lands. New Guinea and Bali to 
study native cults and customs. 
Jn the Solomon Islands, through 
friendship with a white man who 
had married the daughter of a 
chief, he was able to meet priests 
and observe many religious rites 
and ceremonies. In New Guinea 
he entered a hill country of sav¬ 
ages where a white civilization 
had never touched. "South Seas” 
recites his adventures. 

"Nanga Parbat Advenures” is 
the story of the tragic Himalayan 
expedition of 1934 described by one 
of the survivors, Fritz Bechdolt. 
Probably nothing in exploration 
history exceeds the daring of this 
attempt to conquer the highest of 
the Western Himalayas, 26,642 ft. 
The illustrations are as surprising 
as the story of the camp on top 
of the world. 

I n usual Travel Book 

"The Whole World & Co.,” by 
Gretehen Green is a most unusual 
travel book. It is an easy going, 
readable account of a series of al¬ 
most unbelievable variety of ex¬ 
periences. The author was a gov¬ 
erness in Morocco, owner of tea¬ 
rooms in Florida and Venice, po¬ 
lice-woman in Idaho, secretary to 
Tagore, assistant at the “Seeing 
Eye” school in Switzerland, are 
a few of the capacities in which 
this amazingly versatile young 
woman was engaged, while mak¬ 
ing her world tours. 

"English Years,” by James 
Whitall, is a book with an unde- 
finable charm of style. An Ameri¬ 
can family went to London in 1914 
with the objective of “an exposure 
to old-world culture.” This book 
is the story of those London years 
from 1914 to 1923, years which 
brought many interesting and un¬ 
expected experiences. Another book 
which will be appreciated chiefly 
for its delightful style is "Gone 
Rambling” by Cecil Roberts, 
author of "Pilgrim Cottage.” 

"Spanish Raggle-Taggle: Adven¬ 
tures With a Fiddle in Northern 
Spain,” by Walter Starkie, is the 
informative and amusing narrative 
of the author’s experiences and 
observations while "fiddling his 
way” through northern Spain.

At the same time, the proportion of the population J 

between the working ages of 20 and 50 appears to be , 

headed for a decrease. At present it is 44 per cent. The 
statisticians estimate it will drop to 42 per cent by 1980. 

Another adverse influence upon the working and { 
earning groups is seen in the fact that most babies are 3 
being bom to families where unemployment, low income, j 
sickness, and malnutrition may prove handicaps to their ; 
progress. r 

These figures and estimates are correct, of course, 1 
only if present population trends continue. An unforeseen j 
event may cause a change. i 

But if they are correct, it is important in fixing the J 

pension figure to allow for a big increase in the number r 

of retired people without a corresponding gain in the t 

earning power of the workers. 

Still another scientific angle being studied involves 
the effect of large pensions upon the elderly people them- 0

Humor Magazines 

(Santa Ana Junior College El Don) 

S LOWLY, but surely, college students are learning that 
they cannot print a lot of sensational scandal, ques¬ 
tionable pictures, foul jokes, and “dirt” items in the 
columns of a school publication. 

This was demonstrated on our own campus some 
weeks ago when the first issue of a humor magazine was 
circulated. This week, Fullerton students found them¬ 
selves in a similar plight following the publication of a 
new “humor” journal. 

Yet public schools are not the only ones who are ex¬ 
periencing difficulty in printing this type of material. 
Witness the following report issued this week by the Asso¬ 
ciated Collegiate Press, college news and feature service: 
Collegiate humor magazine editors in two universities ran 
afoul of postal authorities and school officials recently at Har¬ 
vard university, and the University of Missouri when the latest 
issues of "The Harvard Lampoon’’ and the "Show Me" were 
seized just before they were distributed. 

At Harvard, Cambridge police officials, postal authorities, 
the acting mayor and the district attorney, after scanning the 
issue which burlesqued a national magazine, decided that it was 
"obscene, profane and scurrilous,” ordering it banned from the 
mails. 

Because "some of the items in the 'Show Me' were lewd 
and salacious,” Arthur K. Hockel, dean of men at the University 
of Missouri, locked all copies in the university safe to prevent 
their being distributed. Although no action is contemplated 
against the editors in this instance. Dean Hockel warned that 
unless the whole magazine is generally toned down, it will be 
permanently abolished. 

Editors of college humor publications must show 
some discretion in selecting stories and articles for their 
respective journals. Unless they decide to abide by some 
of the same rules laid down for school newspapers they 
cannot hope to be successful in their undertaking. 

Those in charge of the monthly magazine circulated 
here have realized this and are making every effort to 
issue a respectable product. They are to be congratulat¬ 
ed for their willingness to cooperate with local adminis¬ 
trators.
